U.N. Council 
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rails To Take

any action on an investigation into 
the shooting down of an American 
bomber off

He added that Russia will defend 
its territory against any "peeping 
planes.” 
Lodge argued that the plane was 
over international ocean territory 
and the nine other m em bers ac­ 
cepted his statement. Lodge sug­ 
gested that the World Court take 
over adjudicaion 
of 
the 
dispute 
which he said was the latest of a 
pattern of unprovoked attacks on 
American planes since 1930.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. UP-A wit­ 
ness at his court martial here has 
portrayed Cpl. Claude Batchelor as 
a person who got things done for 
Communist - held prisoners of war. 
Sgt. John Wells, 23, of Fort Hood, 
Tex., said on cross 
examination 
by Joel Westbrook, Batchelor’s ci­ 
vilian attorney, that the Kermit, 
Tex., corporal tried to break away 
from his political affiliations with 
the Chinese. 
Batchelor is under geenral court­ 
martial on charges of aiding the 
enemy and 
informing 
on 
fellow 
prisoners while a captive of the 
Chinese Communists in Korea. 
Wells and Batchelor were pris­ 
oners in 
the 
same 
Communist 
stockade. The sergeant said, "out­ 
side of his political beliefs, as far 
as I’m concerned, he was a very 
good friend of mine.” 
He added that 
Batchelor 
was 
considered an outstanding individ­ 
ual for getting things done for 
POWs, including better food and 
better living conditions. 
When Batchelor tried 
to 
break 
away from his 
Chinese 
friends, 
Wells related to the court-martial 
panel, the Chinese 
officer 
Lim, 
known as the "Screaming Skull,” 
cam e for Batchelor, took him to 
headquarters and kept him there. 


Rayburn Replies 
lo Eisenhower 


Foreign, Domestic 
Policies Both Hit 


FORT WORTH.

"faltering” Republican foreign pol­ 
icy 
and

domestic 
program 
"strictly for big 
business” 
was 
pictured here last night by Rep. 
Rayburn (D-Tex). 
The House minority leader, in 
a nationwide NRC television ra- 
dio appearance, said he was giv­ 
ing "the other side of the story ” 
related at the close of the 83rd 
Congress by President Eisenhow­ 
er. 
"President Eisenhower and the 
Republican party were looked to 
for vigorous and creative leader­ 
ship,” he said. "What a disappoint­ 
ment we all have suffered.” 
Rayburn taunted 
the 
Republi­ 
cans for 
silence 
regarding 
the 
agreements at Yalta, Potsdam and 
Teheran since the GOP took power. 
"They ate up 
the 
agreements 
blood 
raw 
every 
morning 
for 
breakfast,” he said. "Since com­ 
ing into power, I presume some­ 
body in the State D epartment read 
the provisions of these agreements 
and understood them. I have heard 
nothing about them since.”

IF THE COP has changed the 
foreign policy, he said, "I do not 
know in what respect, except by 
blundering. And they have so ad­

QUEMOY (J*) — The Communists 
have an arm y of 100,000 Russian- 
equipped soldiers (up to 40,000 of 
them Korean War veterans) based 
within 50 miles of this tiny Chi­ 
nese Nationalist island lying just 
off the Red-held mainland. 
However, the 
commander 
of 
30,000 Nationalist defenders said 
today he doubts that the Reds 
will risk an invasion of this is­ 
land, the focal point of a "vest- 
pocket war” since Sept, 3. 
A group of 20 Chinese and for­ 
eign newsmen flew here from Tai- 
peh yesterday for a one-day visit 
w'hich was prolonged a 
day 
by 
plane trouble. 
The newsmen watched National­ 
ist big guns bombard the mainland 
a few miles to the west, even as 
Nationalist 
warplanes 
streaked 
across Formosa 
Strait 
to 
rain 
bombs on Amoy and other Red 
bases for the sixth straight day. 
The Nationalist Defense 
Minis­ 
try in 
Taipeh 
said 
the 
planes 
again teamed up with warships to 
ham m er artillery 
positions 
from 
which the Communists have bom­ 
barded Quemoy and nearby Little 
Quemoy.

A SPECIAL 
communique 
said 
planes yesterday destroyed seven 
arm y strongpoints at Cingyu Is­ 
land, a satellite of the big base at 
Amoy, and destroyed three b ar­ 
racks at White Stone Fortress. 
Returning pilots reported dense 


smoke rolling up 2,000 feet over 
the Amoy area, the communique 
said. 
In six days of attacks the N a­ 
tionalist air force 
has 
not been 
challenged by Communist fighters. 
The Chinese Communist radio at 
Peiping said one Nationalist plane 
was shot down and one was dam ­ 
aged in 
yesterday’s 
attacks 
on 
Amoy. The 
broadcast 
said 
two 
waves of attacking planes dropped 
nine bombs. 
Peiping also claimed that Com­ 
munist big guns silenced a bat­ 
tery of Nationalist howitzers on 
Little Quemoy.

Gen. Liu Yu-ehuang, Nationalist 
comm ander of Quemoy, told visit­ 
ing newsmen that 
about 
10.000 
shells have been fired at Quemoy 
from Soviet-made guns since Sept. 
3 with 6,000 fired in a five-hour 
bombardment which opened the a t­ 
tack.

The move, called by some as 
"forced integration,” com es at 
least two years ahead of the lo- 
cal schedule. 
There are still 17 children at­ 
tending the segregated Lincoln ele- ; 
m entary school. 
Hillsboro has intended 
to 
end 
segregation in 1956, but 50 Negro 
children have been matriculated at 
tile previously all-white schools. 
The board is studying the m atter 
of taking on additional pupils at 
the two schools. 
Tile board had pleaded for time 
to construct new schools. But rep­ 
resentatives of the National Assn. 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People told the board Negro chil­ 
dren should enroll in the schools 
immediately and they did.

JUNIOR AND senior high schools 
in Hillsboro have been integrated 
for about 20 years. 
But 
lincoln 
school, named for the man who 
gave the Negro his biggest break 
in American history, continued to 
serve the first six grades 
It was this school that was set 
afire by an arsonist who said he 
was bitterly opposed 
to continu­ 
ance of any form of segregation 
and discrimination in Hillsboro. 
He was Highland County Engi­ 
neer Partridge, since relieved of 
his county job and awaiting trial on 
the arson count. 
Hillsboro was not alone in Hie 
segregation picture.

Sheppard jerked out a handker­ 
chief and covered his eyes when 
Ahern referred to the home-baked 
berry pie. served by Marilyn Shep- 
pard for dessert, which was "som e 
kind of favorite for Sam .” 
Defense Atty. William J. Corri­

70th Shock 
Felt; Algeria 
Cleaning Up 
OLE ANNVILLE,

Earth tremors rocked this quake- 
shattered North African city again 
today, 48 hours after the disastrous 
jolt which killed an estimated 1,000 
persons. 
The latest 
shocks—there 
have 
been 70 so far—caused more d am ­ 
age to the already smashed and 
crumbling buildings of Orleansville 
and made movement through its 
streets hazardous. 
The first shock cam e shortly af­ 
ter midnight. Heavier tremors were 
felt at about 3 a. rn. and continued 
at irregular intervals. 
Despite the anxiety caused 
by 
the new quakes, Orleansville made 
an attempt this morning to restore 
normal activity. A few shops open­ 
ed for business and some citizens 
resumed usual occupations 
An Algerian official 
said 
the 
known dead from Thursday’s dis­ 
aster now stood at more than 600 
and continued to 
mount 
as 
the 
grim count went on At least 1,000 
others were injured in the 12-sec­ 
ond shock that virtually wrecked 
■ Orleansville and vicinity. 
Rescue workers were menaced 
by continuing 
t r e m o r s which 
threatened to collapse quake dam ­ 
aged buildings. The seismographic 
institutes of Algiers 
counted 
69 
mild shocks following the devastat- 
I ing quake. 
Meanwhile, Orleansville’* 
town 
hall and other 
public 
buildings 
were turned into chapels housing 
the caskets of the identified dead.

Proof of 
the migration of flowers may still 
he seen around the remnants of 
a pioneer’s home. It is an expe­ 
rience you will never forget—to 
come upon one of these silent 
splits, often only some scattered 
stones from the chimney and a 
few rotted logs from the cabin to 
tell where there was once a hap­ 
py home.

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SAT ELL IT ES 
SATELLITES, the variety that has no 
connection with the Kremlin, m ay soon 
take up where saucers left off in the news. 
Two previously unobserved satellites, re­ 
garded as natural instead of artificial ob­ 
jects, have been spotted by Dr. Lincoln Le- 
naz of the University of New Mexico, ac­ 
cording to the authoritative magazine Avi­ 
ation Week. 
Sources close to the Army Office of Ord­ 
nance Research say there is no connection 
oetween the reported satellites and t h e 
formerly numerous flying saucer reports. 
Col Walker W. Holler, commanding offi­ 
cer of the O. O. R. at Duke University, is 
confident that if there are satellites orbit­ 
ing the earth—and are fairly close to it — 
Army experts will locate them. 
Colonel Holler denies that such satellites 
have been located by the Army. And then 
he adds: 
“If anything is uncovered, depending 
upon what is uncovered, all or some of it 
m ay be classified at the time. But not un­ 
less there's some real reason to do so. At 
present the O. O. R .’s hunt for satellites 
isn’t classified as secret.” 
Colonel Holler added that “ we have the 
best man available on this project in Dr. 
Clyde VZ. Tombaugh, discoverer of the 
planet Pluto. 
“Dr. Tombaugh is among the foremost 
scientists in this field and if they (the satel­ 
lites) are there, he has the equipment, the 
technique and the skill to find them,” he 
said. 
A Pentagon scare was caused by t h e 
satellites reported by Dr. Lepaz until they 
were identified as natural objects, accord­ 
ing to Aviation Week. Apparently t h e r e 
was m om entary fear that Russia had beat­ 
en this country to space operations. 
One of the satellites is orbiting 400 miles 
from the earth, the other 600 miles, ac­ 
cording to the magazine. 


SUCKER DAY 
WETUMKA, OKLA., has just celebrated 
its fifth annual “ Sucker Day,” an e v e n t 
unique in the world of festivals which could 
thrive only in one of the more uninhibited 
states. 
The affair was more or less forced on 
the community by a fast-talking gent who 
bamboozled local merchants out of $300 
worth of advertising, paid in advance, for 
a circus which was to honor the little city 
by making a one-day stand there. Other 
tradesm en acquired big stocks of hay, etc., 
for the animals, etc., to fill orders placed 
by the likable extrovert. 
Came the big day, but no circus, and the 
m erchants were left holding the bag. They 
had been taken, but good. 
The businessmen and the community 
shrugged it off as just one of those things, 
and finally decided to make an annual 
event of Sucker Day. They even invited the 


It would seem that thus far one of the 
principal charges against Senator Joe Mc­ 
Carthy before the Watkins Committee is 
that he is a harsh, gruff m an whose selec­ 
tivity of words is inadequate to conform 
with Senatorial etiquette. He is said to use 
base and degrading language about his 
colleagues. In a word, he is accused of be­ 
ing something of a boor in very polite so­ 
ciety. He calls other Senators bad names: 
he has not yet been accused of sticking out 
his tongue, which he well might do. 
The worst word he used is apparently 
senile. He has been accused of calling Sen­ 
ator Ralph Flanders senile. He is also be­ 
ing accused of referring to other Senators 
in language to which Marines but not Sen­ 
ators are accustomed. 
He is accused of saying that one, Hen­ 
drickson of New Jersey, had no guts. Guts 
is an ugly word. Joe should have used the 
word, colon, but nobody would have known 
what he meant, except those whose colon 
is a problem to them. He might have said 
that Hendrickson lacked a colon. He might 
also have used the word, derm a, w h i c h 
some people stuff with a mixture of suet, 
flour and spices and then eat. 
As to the senility of Senator Flanders, 
that is a measureable matter. It is possible 
to determine medically whether the Sen­ 
ator from Vermont or any other Senator 
possesses faculties which have so degener­ 
ated that no longer is he able to employ 
them adequately. Age has nothing to do 
with it. Herbert Hoover at 80 is younger, 
to my certain knowledge, than he was at 
60. Bernard Baruch at 84 is so active that 
he tires out his friends.

Had he studied t h e 
technique of Talleyrand, who was one of 
history’s really great statesmen, he would 
have learned perhaps that p u b l i c men 
speak the whole truth only when they are 
alone with their consciences.

Difficulty in Swallowing 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
ANYTHING from a sore throat 
to cancer can cause swallowing 
difficulty And one fairly common 
cause of tills condition is a car­ 
diospasm. This Is a disease with­ 
out a known cause, in which the 
patient lias difficulty in swallow­ 
ing, may actually vomit up the 
food he eats, and perhaps have 
severe pain while this is going 
on Pain in the pit of the stomach 
is a very common symptom. 
Anyone with swallowing diffi­ 
culty accompanied by vomiting 
should have a complete X-ray 
examination of the stomach to 
eliminate the serious disease of 
cancer as a possible cause. 
A Barium Preparation 
The patient swallows a solu­ 
tion of a barium 
preparation 
which fills out the stomach and 
the esophagus, showing in the 
X-ray any disease that may be 
present. 
A diagnosis of cardiospasm can 


also be made by the use of X-ray. 
This condition usually occurs in 
young and overactive, and some­ 
times mentally disturbed people. 
It is due primarily to a nervous 
disease and may be cleared up by 
finding and eliminating the emo­ 
tional disorder that causes it. 
Usually it is relieved by avoid­ 
ance of bulky, Irritating or ex­ 
tremely cold foods. The physi­ 
cian will determine what treat­ 
ment is needed in each case.

The office here, head­ 
ed by County Agent L arry Best, 
is the link between district farm ­ 
ers and the College of Agricul­ 
ture, Ohio State University. 


Fertilizing wheat is an invest­ 
ment that can return several dol­ 
lars for each dollar spent on plant 
food, reports the Middle West Soil 
Improvement Committee, in citing 
a recent statement by Dr 
Floyd 
W. Smith, Kansas State College 
agronomist. 
For top yields and rapid growth, 
wheat 
needs 
plant 
nutrients 
in 
quickly available form, Dr. Smith 
points out. 
Smith suggests these steps f o r 
getting m axim um crop r e t u r n s 
from every pound of fertilizer you 
add: 
1—Study the results of field trials 
on soils similar to your own. 
In 
tests at a number of Kansas farm s 
over 
a 
five-year 
period, 
wheat 
yields were boosted nearly 16 bush­ 
els per acre when the soil received 
phosphate and potash fertilizer ac­ 
cording to soil tests, plus 50 pounds 
of nitrogen. Using half 
as 
much 
nitrogen gave a 
10.4 
bushel 
in­ 
crease. Doubling the quantity 
of 
nitrogen increased the yield 
only 
slightly over 16 bushels. 
2—Use soil tests to determ ine the 
amount and kind of fertilizer your 
soil needs. 
3—Review your soil's previous 
crop history. Nitrogen needs will 
be sm aller immediately following a 
strong legume such as alfalfa or 
sweet clover. 
4—Watch soil moisture U n d e r 
most conditions, mixed fertilizers 
carrying some nitrogen 
can 
be 
used as 
seeding time. 
L a r g e 
amounts of nitrogen should be used 
only where there is a fair supply 
or subsoil moisture. 
5—Check the time of your seed­ 
bed preparation. Less nitrogen will 
be needed when the 
ground is 
plowed early. This helps release 
nitrogen from soil organic matter. 
More nitrogen should be used 
at 
planting tim e when the land is pre­ 
pared 
late. 
Extra 
nitrogen 
can 
help assure top yields on 
wheat 
planted on disked stalk land, fol­ 
lowing corn picking.

Fall is the ideal time to fert­ 
ilize lawns for a dense, green 
turf next year, according to Vic­ 
tor II. Hies, Ohio State Univer­ 
sity extension floriculturist. That 
should mean less crabgrass next 
year too.

this season and bluegrass is grow­ 
ing better after its midsummer 
dormancy. A dense stand of blue­ 
grass tends to crowd out weeds.

What have good roads got to do 
with the price of beef? Quite a bit, 
according t othe Chamber of Com­ 
merce of the United States. 
Fifty years ago. most cattle, as 
well as other livestock, made a part 
of their journey to m arket on the 
hoof with a considerable l o s s of 
weight. Today, thousands of head 
of beef cattle are trucked to m ar­ 
ket over tho highways. That saves 
a lot of weight loss, but there is 
still a premium on time. 
For example, a cattle farm er ex­ 
pects a 33-pound loss in weight of 
a 1.000-pound steer in the first IOO 
miles of travel. Even a three-hour 
extension in trip time will knock 
another six pounds off his steer. 
Thus at 15 cents a p o u n d , any 
time saved by better highways, 
would be worth 30 cents an hour 
per animal 
Obviously, the Chamber notes, 
good farm to market roads have a 
definite effect on the price of beef. 
Actually, good roads mean good 
business in general. 
That is why the Chamber ex­ 
pects to provide President Eisen­ 
hower and the state governors late 
this year with comprehensive rec­ 
ommendations for street and high­ 
way improvements throughout the 
nation, in line with the President’s 
proposal for a $50 billion, highway 
program. 
The Chamber also will sponsor at 
least three highway conferences in 
the coming months, the first to be 
held at Topeka, Kansas, Septem­ 
ber 30.
